were to testify that Cook was somewhere 
else when the criminal act committed in 
Atlanta which led to the death of Minnie 
Bennett was done, were not called. They 
rested upon the evidence given by physi- 
cians 
The state used the witnossei 


summoned at preceding trials with some 
few additions.^Thcir testimony was clear 
and strong. 


"The jury was composed of |"married 


men and men of character. 
Only cne 


young man was mixed with that body. 
The sentiment of these men against such 
crimes as Cook was charged with was 
clearly indicated in tho ballot flrat taken 
to determine guilt or innocence, the vote 
of guilty being unanimous. 


"Cook had escaped tho rigorous de- 


mand of law for tho past three years. 
Convicted in Logan county in September, 
1SB5, and sentenced to 14 years In (he 
'pen,' his escape seemed Improbable, bat 
juggling with tho law baa effected for 
him temporary lib'rty which now must 
nnd. 
His fortune has gune to meet tho 


experpu of keeping oiear of tbe law's juit 
decrees and a felon's cell awaits him at 
Chester. 


"Cook bus been an expensive criminal 


to Logan county. Though a citizen of 
Waynesvllln tho crime charged to his do- 


was doriu in Atlanta and the courts 


of Lngan county havej bad to deal with 


him. 
Tho witnesses along !n the many 


trials granted him have run up a bill of 
about $JOOO. 
Attorney fees and other ex- 


pon«es ccnnected with court proceedings 
will brint? tbo total cnst of tMi man to 
{SOIJO. according to an estimate of one 
who is well posted on such affairs. 
Cook 


has spent $10,000 in keeping hiniFclfont 
of tho state penal institution and blf 
mother, who has sacrificed everything for 


him, 
is left pennilei?. 


"Cook s trouble? with the law began on 


May 2,i, 1898, when he was arraigned In 
.luftlce Rudolph's court to answer to the 
charge of assisting in n criminal opera- 
tion upon the person of Minnie Bennett. 
The crime is reputed to have takeu place 
in February of 1895 State's Attorney 
King issued the warrant and bond was 
(Ixi d at {700. 
Mr. King was absent 


when bond was fixed. He had Cook re- 
arreeted and placrd under t20UO bond to 
answer to tho grand Jury. Cook did not 
seem concerned about tho case. 
Ha talk- 


ed flippantly to his bondsmon and brged 
haste that he might catch a train home. 
On May 24, tbe grand jury then In ses- 
sion returned 
an Indictment agxlnit 


Cook for murder. One of tbe most Im- 
portant witnesses In the case, Dr. Gard- 
ner of Atlanta, committed stiride tbe 
morning preceding Cock's arrest. He 
had been summoned to testify before the 
grand jury 
Dr. Morse, another impor- 


tant witness died and Cook seomed for a 
time to be immune from the law, bat jus- 
tice Das at last prevailed."

The existing open channels are both 
•wide and deep, and the banks are uni- 
formly of sufficient height t} admit of 
increasing the depth of water by means 
ot dams, where this is necessjry, in or- 
der to group the rapids for canals and 
locks to overcome the descent. 


"It is not proposed tbat a greater 


6>pth than seven feet of water shall be 
at present provided, as that would be 
sufficient to float barg-es of 300 Ions 
capacity, such as have recently been 
constructed at Cleveland for ufre on the 
upper lakes and Erie canal. 


"The canal is strictly a popular high- 


way upon which all vessels have a right 
of way, tihe loads upon which are regu- 
lated by government in proportion to 
cost and capacity. No combination can 
control thecost and transportation over 
its length, which depends upon individ- 
ual vessel owners, and is regulated al- 
together by- the number of vessels com- 
peting for the traffic. Unlike a railway, 
therefore, it cannot be operated for the 
sole benefit of stockholders. 


"Not only is it in itself an enormous 


factor 
in transportation, 
bringing 


goods at the lowest cost of transport, 
but by its very existence it exercisesan 
immediate 
and 
dominant 
influence 


upon railway charges, which must bear 
comparison with its rates. Canals do 
not obviate the necessity for railroads, 
but rather the contrary, as has beeti 
proved in numberless instances both 
In the United States and in Europe. 
Where canals have first existed rail- 
ways are soon built paralleling their 
route, competing for the traffic that the 
existence of the canal has created. It 
may be said, therefore, that canal* 
create railways rather than, destroy 
their usefulness. 


"For over 100 ywms the traffic of the 


Hudson Bay company between Norway 
House and York Factory -was carried 
on in flat-bottomed boats capable of car- 
rying a load of four or five tons, with

Mr. Abbott began business in this oity in 
1864. Ho lias always done a gocd busi- 
ness until recently. The stock of goods 
owned by tbe firm was a fine one and 
their jewelry store was as handsomely fit- 
ted as any tbat will lie found. 
Business, 


however, has not been good and tbe firm 
waa unable to realize cash to meet their 
obligations.
